WOOL PAYMENTS 
FOR 1959 ARE 
NOW BEING MADE 


A total of $1,044.69 has been 
paid so far to Hancock County 
wool growers in the form of pay- 
ments earned in the national wool 
program for the 1959 marketing 
year, according to Pat M. Rogers 
of the County Agricultural Sta- 
Dilization and Conservation Com- 
mittee. 

The payments now being made 
were earned on marketings of 
wool and unshorn lambs during 
the year from April 1, 1959, 
through March 31, 1960. 

On shorn wool the rate of pay- 
ment is 43.2 percent of the grow- 
er’s net proceeds from woo] mar- 
ketings, or $43.20 per $100 receiv- 
ed. For unshorn lambs, the rate 


is 85 cents per hundred weight for ' 


the liye weight of lambs sold. 

There’s a deduction from each 
grower’s payment to provide a 
fund used in promoting the sale 
jof wool amd lambs. This deduc- 
tion, authorized by growers in a 
| Teferendum, amounts to one cent 
a pound for shorn wool and 5 
cents a hundredweight for unshorn 
lambs. i 

The wool program, authorized 
by the National Wool Act, is de- 
signed to increage the annual wool 
output of the United States to a 
total of 300,000,000 pounds. This 
is done by means of incentive 
payments which bring the average 
price received by growers from 
wool to 62 cents per pound. i
